Oklahoma City, April 4.— The house 
of representatives Thursday killed the 
proposed constitutional amendments 
to reduce the size of the legislature, 
chiefly upon the opposition of the 
“farm er” members, who took the po­ 
sition that government by the people 
means government by the people or 
by representatives as close to them as 
possible. 
The question 
revived late in 
the afternoon, and the action Thurs­ 
day is by no means likely to be fin­ 
al, especially as house committees 
are working on a measure to meet the 
opposite views of the house. 


Consolidation of county offices, in 
an indirect way and a reduction of 
salaries of county officials directly 
occasioned another hard batule in the 
house, and likewise ended 
without 
any decision. The bill was 
by 
Mc­ 
Crory, Wright and Cook, which pro­ 
poses a new and lower schedule of 
salaries for many county officials. The 
house finally dropped it, dec idling to 
settle first the matter of consolidation 
and abolition
